2 schools up 
for review 


Debate. Board opts to 
save one HRM facility 
from possible closure 


One north-end Halifax elemen¬ 
tary school has been saved 
from the chopping block, but 
another will face a review for 
possible closure after a heated 
Halifax Regional School Board 
meeting Wednesday. 

After more than two-and-a- 
half hours of debate, the board 
decided on a review for Joseph 
Howe School. 

But when it came to St. 
Joseph’s-Alexander McKay 
School, the board’s vote was 
split 5-5, which was enough to 
avoid a review. 

The board also voted to re¬ 
view the Terence Bay site of 
Atlantic Memorial-Terence Bay 
Elementaiy. 

Many members took issue 
with the review process itself, 
noting some schools, includ¬ 
ing St. Joseph’s-Alexander, have 
been up for possible review sev¬ 
eral times in the past six years. 

Board member Sheiyl 
Blumenthal-Harrison, who 
abruptly left a public meeting

on reviewing schools 

on Tuesday in protest of the 
process, made passionate pleas 
throughout the night not to re¬ 
view any of the schools, saying 
she was “disgusted.” 

“It takes a village to raise a 
child,” she said, speaking of the 
Terence Bay site. “This is part of 
what holds this village togeth¬ 
er, this small rural community 
school.” 

But board member Kirk Ar¬ 
senault noted that reviewing 
a facility does not necessarily 
mean imminent closure. 

“The answers you want, the 
things that you want, can come 
out of a review,” said Arsenault. 

Teny Hay, whose 12-year- 
old son attends St. Joseph’s- 
Alexander, said she’s happy the 
school isn’t being reviewed, but 
said there are still many unan¬ 
swered questions about how 
the review process works.

government promises 
balanced budget 
for 2013-14, despite 
significant deficit 
projections for 2012-13

Facing skepticism about a 
multimillion-dollar deficit, the 
provincial finance minister 
promised a business audience 
she will deliver a balanced 
budget without resorting to 
“draconian” measures. 

After a speech to the Hali¬ 
fax Chamber of Commerce 
on Wednesday, Finance Min¬ 
ister Maureen MacDonald said 
her government overcame a 
“steep hill” to eliminate the 
projected deficit of nearly 
$300 million for 2012-13 — 
and the budget tabled on April 


4 will be balanced. 

“We’ve worked veiy, veiy 
hard on the expenditure side 
and next week you will see the 
details of how we got there,” 
said MacDonald. 

Liberal MIA Diana Whalen 
attended the meeting and 
said her party is watching for 
“sleight of hand” from the gov¬ 
ernment. 

“It’s veiy unlikely this is go¬ 
ing to be done without harm 
to essential services,” she said. 
“We’ve already had deep cuts 
in education in particular, and 
we’ll be on the lookout to see 
where the cuts are coming.” 

MacDonald said the budget 
was balanced without resorting 
to “the draconian measures we 
have seen other governments 
take,” such as cutting into 
health care and other services. 

“We had a four-year plan; 


we did it veiy systematically, 
and incrementally, and the 
results will be in the budget,” 
MacDonald said. 

In her speech, the minis¬ 
ter told the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce that the small-business 
income-tax rate will drop 
from 3.5 to three per cent this 
budget. 

She said it’s vital for busi¬ 
nesses to have a good tax en¬ 
vironment because they’re im¬ 
portant to the future of Nova 
Scotia, and have experienced 
sluggishness in the economic 
recoveiy. 

Paula Gallagher, Chamber 
of Commerce chair, said the 
government has heard the con¬ 
cerns of local business owners 
and operators. 

“We’ve got no reason to be¬ 
lieve they won’t deliver on the 
budget,” she said. 




$ 27 -million budget omission political, not financial: Opposition 


Provincial opposition mem¬ 
bers say the decision not to 
inform the public of a $27- 
million overstatement in 
last year’s budget was polit¬ 
ically motivated. 

The legislature’s public 
accounts committee met 
Wednesday morning, where 
deputy minister of finance 
Liz Cody explained the fig¬ 
ure was immaterial relative 
to the entire budget. 

“I think the minister 
was recognizing that this 
was, in the grand scheme of 


things, one-third of one per 
cent on a total budget of 
over $9 billion,” Cody said 
of former finance minister 
Graham Steele. 

Cody, who was not the 
deputy minister at the time, 
said the finance department 
only found out about the 
overdraft on March 2, after 
the cutoff date for adding to 
or changing the budget. 

She said the department 
reported the mistake to the 
Treasury Board when offi¬ 
cials learned of the error, a 


few days before the budget 
address. 

Liberal MLA Andrew 
Younger said the govern¬ 
ment “tried to run away 
from this and make excus¬ 
es” instead of admitting the 
mistake. 

“(Steele) stood up in the 
house and said they had 
beat their Back to Balance 
targets by $5 million. In fact 
they were short by $22 mil¬ 
lion,” said Younger. 

PC Party Leader Jamie 
Baillie questioned Cody 


during the meeting and said 
Steele misled the public. 

“Two decisions were 
made: one, not to fix the 
$27 million error and, two, 
not to tell people about it 
on budget day. That was a 
political decision,” Baillie 
said afterward. 

Baillie said while the 
amount wasn’t significant 
to the overall budget, it 
would be for the average 
Nova Scotian — and they 
should have been informed.

CBRM. Council approves 
crisis-management budget 


Cape Breton regional council 
has approved what is being 
billed as a crisis-management 
budget that holds the line on 
taxes but won’t address crum¬ 
bling roads across the region. 

“Council has been respon¬ 
sible, they’ve been respect¬ 
ful.... If we don’t deal with this 
matter now, we are on a course 
that will cause a lot of harm to 
our community,” Mayor Cecil 
Clarke said after the operating 
budget and capital program 
were unanimously approved. 

The approved operating 
budget totalled $140.1 million. 
Almost $19.3 million in capital 
projects were approved, re¬ 
quiring a $55,000 withdrawal 
from reserves. 

There won’t be any road 
construction done in 2013- 
2014 in the Cape Breton 
Regional Municipality, with 


only asphalt patch jobs ap¬ 
proved for this year. 

Last week, Clarke pre¬ 
sented a $300-million capital 
plan to address infrastructure 
needs, for which he hopes to 
receive support from the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments. 

“The real call now is to 
the provincial government to 
respond to our capital plan,” 
he said. “If we fail to have a re¬ 
sponse to something that has 
been presented in a very con¬ 
structive manner, then indeed 
this is a crisis-management ex¬ 
ercise that will only continue 
to get worse.” 

Clarke stressed that deci¬ 
sions made by the province 
resulted in the downloading 
of about $7 million in costs to 
the CBRM in 2013-2014.

Caring for a child in crisis 


New labour 
standards to 
protect jobs 

The province is making chan¬ 
ges to the Labour Standards 
Code to protect jobs for par¬ 
ents and guardians who have 
to care for a child in crisis. 

Labour Minister Frank 
Corbett announced the chan¬ 
ges Wednesday. 

The new regulations ere 
ate an unpaid leave of 


up to 37 weeks for care of a 
critically ill or injured child, 
up to 52 weeks’ unpaid leave 
for parents whose child is 
missing due to a probable 
Criminal Code offence, and 
up to 104 weeks unpaid leave 
for parents whose child has 
died because of a violent 
crime. 

“No family should have to 
wony about their job when 
they are caring for a sick 
child or in crisis because their 
child is missing or injured 
as a victim of crime,” said

Think twice about 
delayed childbearing 


Like sands through the hour¬ 
glass, these are the eggs of 
our lives — but chances are 
you didn’t know that. 

A recent UBC study reveals 
that more than half of women 
and 66 per cent of men don’t 
realize a woman’s eggs are 
as old as she is, and men’s 
particular lack of knowledge 
about fertility may be con¬ 
tributing to the trend of de¬ 
layed childbearing. 

UBC counselling psych¬ 
ology professor Dr. Judith 


Daniluk said her findings are 
troubling considering the 
birth rate for women over 40 
has more than tripled in the 
last 10 years, and the average 
age a Canadian woman has 
her first child is now 30. 

“We’re talking about more 
people having babies at that 
age, but also more people 
having to rely on third-party 
reproduction — donor egg or 
donor sperm — and in vitro 
fertilization,” she said. 

“Women and men look at 


these movie stars who are in 
their 40s and even their 50s 
and they say, ‘Look at them 
— they’re in good health and 
they’re having kids.’ But they 
don’t realize that those movie 
stars are using donor eggs — 
the eggs of a young woman.” 

Fewer than half the people 
surveyed knew that a man’s 
age is also an important fac¬ 
tor in a couple’s chances of 
becoming pregnant. Sperm 
count decreases with age.

Some cyclists in New York are 
sure police would drag their 
feet before investigating traffic 
collisions that left them mortal¬ 
ly wounded — so sure that they 
are creating wills to fix that. 

The environmental advo¬ 
cacy group Time’s Up! is col¬ 
lecting what they call living 
wills, online videos in which 
New Yorkers ask the NYPD to 
launch a full investigation if 


they are fatally struck. 

About 25 bikers have sub¬ 
mitted wills so far, said Keegan 
Stephan, a Brooklyn-based cyc¬ 
list and Time’s Up! volunteer. 

“The videos are a little chill¬ 
ing,” said Stephan, 29. His will 
asks for an investigative report 
to be released to the public. 

“To me, this is no different 
than being an organ donor,” he 
said. “If something ... happens 
to me, I’d at least like it to help 
save the life of someone else.” 

Previously, the NYPD only 
investigated crashes in which 
the victim died or was likely to 
die. Many argued this meant no 
evidence was collected, even if 
someone was severely injured 
or did ultimately die. 

Earlier this month, the 
NYPD announced they would 
also investigate serious injuries. 


Case study 


Clara Heyworth, 28 , was hit 
by a car in July 2011 as she 
stepped across a street. 


• Her husband, Jacob 
Stevens, sued the NYPD, 
which he said did not do 
enough to investigate 
the case. 


• Heyworth did not die at 
the scene, but later suc¬ 
cumbed to her injuries. A 
delay in the investigation 
meant a lot of evidence 
was missed, Stevens said. 


• The driver was charged 
but not sentenced to jail 
time.

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Internet spam fighter zapped 
by massive online attack 


An Internet watchdog group 
responsible for keeping ads 
for counterfeit Viagra and 
bogus weight-loss pills out 
of inboxes around the world 
has been hit by a huge cyber- 
attaclc, a crushing electronic 
onslaught that one expert 
said has already had ripple ef¬ 
fects across the web. 


Spam-fighting organiza¬ 
tion Spamhaus said Wednes¬ 
day that it had been buffeted 
by a massive denial-of-service 
attack since mid-March, ap¬ 
parently from groups angiy 
at being blacklisted by the 
Geneva-based group. 

“It is a small miracle that 
we’re still online,” said Spam¬ 


haus researcher Vincent 
Hanna. 

Denial-of-service attacks 
work by overwhelming target 
servers with traffic. 

The attack could be bad 
news for email users, many 
of whose incoming messages 
are checked against Spam- 
haus’s widely used and con¬ 


stantly updated blacklists. 

Hanna said that his site 
had so far managed to stay 
on top of the spammers, but 
warned that being knocked 
offline could give them an 
opening. The sheer size of the 
attack has already affected In¬ 
ternet users elsewhere.

Everdell has it on good 
authority that Internet users 
typically aren’t really read¬ 
ing at all on most web pages.

Front-end your web prose 


“At the beginning of a 
headline, or a heading, or 
paragraph, people are see¬ 
ing at most 12 to 15 char¬ 
acters,” said Ian Everdell of 
Mediative. 


• That means that the con¬ 
tent of the writing has to 
be front-ended to catch 
attention, he said. 


He knows because of the 
eye-tracking technology at 
the Toronto office of the mar¬ 
keting company Mediative, 
where web users sit down to 
do a little surfing and have 
their flits of vision recorded 
and studied. 

Web designers can then 
see what viewers are looking 
at and what they’re not.

U.S. sales test of 
comeback hopes

A man who killed a Toronto 
police officer with a snowplow 
showed no emotion Wednes¬ 
day when he was found not 
criminally responsible. 

Jurors reached the verdict 
in the trial of Richard Kach- 
lcar, 46, in the third day of 
deliberations. 

The verdict means the juiy 
believed Kachlcar couldn’t ap¬ 
preciate what he was doing 
when he hit and killed Sgt. 
Ryan Russell, 35, on Jan. 12, 
2011, because he was men¬ 
tally ill. 

People who are found not 
criminally responsible are 
sent to mental health facilities 


for an indeterminate period of 
time and can be released only 
when a review board finds 
they aren’t a significant threat 
to public safety. 

But the judge in the case still 
allowed Russell’s family to de¬ 
liver victim impact statements. 

Speaking directly to Ka- 
chlcar, Russell’s father Glenn 
said Kachlcar had smashed his 
family into pieces. 

“You have no idea how 
much grief and pain you have 
caused,” he said. “When you 
ran my son down with that 
plow and left him bleeding 
to death in the snow, a large 
part of myself died.” 

The judge had told the juiy 
there was “no doubt” Kachlcar 
was driving the stolen snow¬ 
plow, but what the juiy had to 
consider was his mental state. 

The man from St. Cath¬ 
arines, Ont., drove the plow 
around the city, hitting 
vehicles and crossing into on¬ 
coming traffic.

Defence of Marriage 
Act’s days numbered? 


Hints dropped at 
hearing. Justices 
may toss out law 
that prevents gay 
couples from getting 
vital benefits 


The U.S. Supreme Court ap¬ 
peared late Wednesday to be 
on the verge of dropping a 
gay-marriage bombshell. 

It indicated it could strike 
down the law that prevents 
legally married gay couples 
from receiving federal bene¬ 
fits that go to married people. 

After two days of intense 
debate, the court wrapped up 
its arguments over gay mar¬ 


riage in America. 

And Justice Anthony Ken¬ 
nedy — often the decisive 
vote in a divided court — 
joined the four more liberal 
justices in raising questions 
about the provision of the 
federal Defence of Marriage 
Act that is being challenged 
at the Supreme Court. 

Kennedy said the law ap¬ 
pears to intrude on the power 
of states that have chosen 
to recognize same-sex mar¬ 
riages. Other justices said the 
law creates what Justice Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg called two 
classes of marriage. 

The federal law affects a 
range of benefits available to 
married couples, including 
tax breaks, survivor bene¬ 
fits and health insurance for

the spouses of federal em¬ 
ployees. 

Same-sex marriage is legal 
in nine states and the District 
of Columbia, while 12 others 
recognize “civil unions” or 
“domestic partnerships” that 
grant the same benefits with¬ 
out full rights of marriage. 

All the other U.S. states 
ban gay marriage in their 
constitutions.

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Assad appeals for end to 
Syrian civil war at summit

Syria’s increasingly isolated 
president sent a letter calling 
for help from leaders of five 
nations at an economic meet¬ 
ing Wednesday in South Africa 
to help end his countiy’s civil 
war. 

Bashar Assad’s appeal to 
Brazil, Russia, India, China and 
South Africa came a day after 
the Arab League endorsed Syr¬ 
ia’s Western-backed opposition 
coalition, allowing it to take 
the countiy’s seat at a summit 
in Doha, Qatar. The move drew 
strong condemnation from Da¬ 
mascus, which warned it will 
take “appropriate measures” 
to defend its sovereignty. 

Attempts to end Syria’s 
two-year-old conflict through 
peaceful means have failed 


to make progress. The oppos¬ 
ition, including the main Syr¬ 
ian National Coalition, says it 
will accept nothing less than 
Assad’s departure from power 
while Assad’s government has 


vowed to continue the battle 
until the rebel forces — which 
it refers to as terrorists — are 
crushed. 

“This requires a clear inter¬ 
national will to diy up the 


sources of terrorism and stop 
its funding and arming,” Assad 
said in the letter, which was 
carried by Syrian state media 
on Wednesday.

Government officials are 
bracing for the possibility 
Canada is asked to take in 
people fleeing the ongoing 
conflict in Syria, Immigration 
Minister Jason Kenney said 
Wednesday.

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February inflation 
jumps dramatically 


Inflation shock. Mike in 
gasoline prices fuelled 
month-to-month rise 


Consumer prices in Canada 
jumped by a surprisingly strong 
1.2 per cent in Februaiy as a big 
hike in gasoline helped fuel the 
biggest month-to-month pop 
in inflation since Januaiy 1991 
when Ottawa debuted the GST. 

The one-month increase 
lifted the Canadian annual infla¬ 
tion rate by 0.7 point, also to 1.2 
per cent, reversing a trend that 
had reduced annual inflation to 
0.5 per cent in Januaiy, the low¬ 
est in more than three years.

Economists had expected 
inflation to start edging up, par¬ 
ticularly as gasoline prices were 
known to have risen, but their 
best estimate was for a year- 
to-year increase of 0.8 per cent 
and a month-to-month increase 
of 0.7 per cent. 

Despite the one-month in¬ 
flation shock, analysts said Can¬ 
adians had little to worry about 
and that the Bank of Canada 
will likely discount the report 
as an anomaly. 

Derek Holt, vice-president 
of economics with Scotia Cap¬ 
ital, noted the steep increase in 
gasoline prices from Januaiy to 
Februaiy — 8.4 per cent — is 
not being repeated in March.

“Countiy and western music,” 
says Chris O’Dowd, “is a veiy 
easy thing to deride.” 

In The Sapphires O’Dowd 
plays an Irish musician play¬ 
ing piano in Australia’s out¬ 
back bars in exchange for beer 
money. His life is spiraling 
downward until he discovers a 
group made up of four of tal¬ 
ented Indigenous Australian 
sisters. Trouble is, he doesn’t 
like the music they sing. 

“When I met you,” he says 
in the film, “you were doing 
all countiy and western things 
and that’s fine, we all make 


mistakes.” 

For O’Dowd that speech 
was art imitating life. “My dad 
played guitar in pubs playing 
countiy and western music,” 
he says. “So I feel like the whole 
speech I do about countiy and 
western music is something 
that has been pent up in me 
since I was 14. Carrying his gui¬ 
tar case to listen to bad Merle 
Haggard tracks.” 

“Countiy and western music 
is huge in Ireland. I don’t know 
why. It’s all Kris Kristofferson 
and a bit of Willie Nelson and 
Clint Black. Dad was really into 
it. Maybe it’s that country and 
western has some origins in 
bluegrass and bluegrass has 
origins in Irish music. There’s 
something going on there. And 
Irish people love a good whine. 
We’re great at it.” 

In the film he convinces the 
girls to trade countiy for soul 
music and shapes them into a 
version of The Supremes. 

“I wrote this speech about 
how countiy music is about 


loss, but soul music is also 
about loss — you’ve lost but 
you haven’t given up — and 
that has a nice payoff in the 
film. 

“Countiy music is kind of 
whiny,” he says. “He left me, 
now what am I going to do with 
my life? Whereas soul music is 
like, ‘I’m going to get that bug¬ 
ger back.’ It’s nice. It’s a nice 
turning point in the film where 
we’re not going to feel sorry for 
ourselves. That’s an important 
element for the entire stoiy. 
About moving on.” 

Thinking back on his teen¬ 
age years, he speculates if his 
attitude might have been differ¬ 
ent if dear old dad had sung a 
different kind of music. 

“I wonder if he had been an 
amazing A1 Green-esque song¬ 
ster if I would have still said, 
‘This is so lame.’ I wonder some¬ 
times with people whose par¬ 
ents are cool. I’ve been working 
with Rashida Jones recently 
and I’m like, ‘How can you not 
think your dad is cool?”’

Comparing season one with 
season two of Brad Goreski’s 
reality TV show is like looking 
at before and after makeover 
photos. 

It’s a Brad Brad World 
began with Goreski trying to 
kick-start his styling business. 
He kept racks of clothes in his 
garage, worried about money 
and needed to get his name 
out there. 

The show is now in its 
second season on Bravo (Wed¬ 
nesday, 10 p.m. EDT), and 
the former style director for 
Rachel Zoe has turned things 
around. (Goreski was featured 
on Zoe’s Bravo series before 
landing his own show.) 

He counts a number of

the side, there’s nothing really 
special about it.’” 

Goreski, well-coiffed and 
often sporting a bow tie, said 


he goes for comfort at home, 
just like eveiyone else. 

“It all comes off as soon as I 
get home,” he said. 

“I love the big, like, basket¬ 
ball sweats ... and I only wear 


vintage T-shirts to bed because 
I like the superthin ones. 

“I have about six that all go 
on rotation and my boyfriend 
hates (them.) It’s like a woman 
who wears the same flannel 


nightie to bed eveiy night. 

“Do you know what I 
mean? ‘Not the blue one 
again, get a new T-shirt, 
what’s the matter with you?”’

There’s no hunger in Amer- 
ica-5. No unemployment, no 
struggling schools, no div¬ 
isive elections.

says Djanikian, a Philadel¬ 
phia native and 2004 Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania graduate 
who now calls North Carolina 
home. “Things change fast 
now, and I think there’s a de¬ 
sire to see where we’ll land. 
There’s a lot of historical fic¬ 
tion that’s popular right now 
that seems like the reverse, 
but it’s probably symptom¬ 
atic of the same desire to find 
universal themes — either in 
a past or a future. Putting a 
story in a different time kind 
of quiets the noise and lets 
you look at people and emo¬ 
tions.” 

Like most utopias, Amer- 
ica-5 is not quite the all-inclu¬ 
sive resort it appears to be. As 
an employee of the Office of 
Mercy, 24-year-old Natasha is 
tasked with euthanizing the 


unfortunate nomads who 
roam outside the commun¬ 
ity’s walls — which seems 
compassionate enough until 
she’s sent on an eye-opening 
mission above ground by 
bosses who are clearly not 
familiar with Young Adult 
novels and their feisty hero¬ 
ines. 

Despite the bleak future 
she’s imagined, Djanikian 
doesn’t necessarily think hu¬ 
manity is doomed. But she 
does hope readers stop and 
think about what, exactly, 
constitutes a disaster. “I think 
it’s more the job of a novel to 
say how things could be rath¬ 
er than how things should 
be,” she says. “It’s up to read¬ 
ers what they want to be hor¬ 
rified by and what they don’t 
want to accept.”

Hannibal keeps a sense of style to their murders

The new series Hannibal is the 
brainchild of Heroes writer 
Biyan Fuller, who brings his 
manic energy and dedicated 
vision to the show and has, 
for his director, a man who is 
no stranger to horror: David 
Slade, helmer of the stylized 
vampire classic 30 Days of 
Night. He was brought on to 
direct the pilot but stayed on 
to ensure the style of Han¬ 
nibal remained consistent in 
tone ... and in darkness. 

“The usual process with a 


director on a pilot is that the 
producers hire him, he does 
the job, they lack him out, 
they get a royalty,” Slade told 
us. 

“But here I stayed on. They 
brought me in, embraced my 
ideas and we created a look 
and a sound and they kept 
me here to maintain it. It’s a 
family and I’m totally dedicat¬ 
ed to this show.” 

The Hannibal crew may be 
a family, but it is decidedly not 
a family show.

Bullets tear flesh, blades 
open wounds, violently dis¬ 
patched bodies in all manner 
of decay litter morgues and in 
the second episode, men and 
women are buried alive, their 
flesh then used to grow edible 
fungus. 

It’s a nasty piece of work 
indeed. Laurence Fishburne, 
who stars in Hannibal, is no 
stranger to on-screen tele¬ 
vision gore, having served 
time in the hit series CSI, but 
he insists the murders here 
are even more devious. 

“The funny thing about CSI 
was that they were always tiy- 
ing to find interesting, weird, 


unexpected ways in which 
people had died,” he says, 
“and in this show, they have a 
little more license. Now they 
want creative ways in which 
people are murdered. There’s 
a creative flair here. In CSI it 
was all accidents and murder¬ 
ers but this is serial killers, 
eveiy week, people with dra¬ 
matic bravado.”

Dido promises new album 
won’t be one who got away 


Justin Timberlake’s come¬ 
back album has sold nearly 
one million units its first 
week out. 

Nielsen SoundScan an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that the 
singer’s third album, The 
20/20 Experience, has moved 
968,000 units. It’s the 19th al¬ 
bum in Nielsen’s 22-year his¬ 
tory that has sold more than 
900,000 albums in its debut 
week. 

20/20 is Timberlake’s third 
album and the follow-up to 
his multiplatinum, Grammy- 
winning 2006 album, Futur- 
eSex/LoveSounds. The new 
CD features the pop hit Suit 
& Tie. 

“The numbers are pleas¬ 
antly surprising,” said Tom 
Corson, the president and 
chief operating officer of 
RCA Records, which released 
Timberlake’s album. 

The label had projected 
that 20/20 would sell 500,000 
to 600,000 units, Corson said. 
Timberlake, 31, was strategic 
about promoting his come¬ 
back effort. He performed at 
the Grammy Awards, hosted 
and hit the stage at Saturday 
Night Live and spent an en¬ 
tire week on Late Night with 
Jimmy Fallon. The singer also 
partnered with Target for the 
album’s deluxe edition and

• Numbers. His albums 
with 'N Sync in 2000 and 
2001 sold 2.4 million and 
1.9 million in their first 
week. 


20/20 streamed on iTunes a 
week before it was released. 

Timberlake came up with 
the idea of a weeklong stint 
himself, Fallon said. 

“I think he mentioned it to 
me like a year ago that he’s 
working on something and 
wanted to do a week on our 
show,” Fallon said Tuesday. 

20/20 is an unconventional 
album that features a mesh of 
R&B, soul, pop and futuristic 
sounds. The 10 tracks average 
seven minutes each. 

Corson believes Timber- 
lake’s key to promoting the 
album was “less is more.” 

“While it felt like he was 
everywhere, he didn’t do 
a lot of things because he 
didn’t have to. But he did big 
things,” he said.

Planning pays off. A well-planned renovation 
will become a successful project at the end 


There is a lot to think about 
when you first start planning 
your renovation project. 

Experienced renovators 
can contribute a great deal to 
the planning process, to en¬ 
sure that the final result lives 
up to your expectations. 

Before deciding on all the 
details, renovators recom¬ 
mend that you step back and 
take a good look at the bigger 
picture, to make sure that you 
spend your budget wisely and 
get what you really want and 
need. 

• What are the primary 
reasons you want to reno¬ 
vate? What are you trying to 
achieve: Get more space? Mod¬ 
ernize and update a tired look? 
Improve the energy efficiency 
of your home? By having firm 
goals, it becomes easier for 
homeowners to determine 


priorities and make trade-offs 
when needed. 

• Take stock of your home. 
What do you like about it? 
What don’t you like? Don’t be 
too hasty to get rid of some¬ 
thing that works well for you. 

• Analyze your space needs. 
How much space do you 
really require, and for what? 
For instance, do you want 
more room for the family to 
relax and watch television, 
to make it easier to entertain 
big crowds or to accommodate 
several cooks in the kitchen at 
the same time? Do you need to 
add new square footage, or can 
you reconfigure the existing 
space? By moving or remov¬ 
ing walls, changing layouts 
and adding bigger windows 
and doors, an older home may 
suddenly function better, and 
seem bigger and brighter. 



• Consider the traffic flow, 
that is, how you live in the 
home and how your family 
functions. For instance, if you 
like to barbecue a lot, keep 
the kitchen at the back of the 
house. If the kids are growing 
up, you may want some sep¬ 
aration between their rooms 
and the master bedroom. 
Think about your daily rou¬ 
tines — for example, config¬ 
ure bedrooms, bathrooms and 
walk-in closets so early risers 


don’t disturb others. 

• Imagine the individual areas. 
What type of furniture do you 
have or plan to invest in? If 
you like large furniture, will 
it fit, and not overwhelm the 
room? A common mistake is 
to make additions a little too 
small, perhaps add a fireplace 
for cosiness, and then have 
difficulty fitting all the furni¬ 
ture in. A 10-foot by 10-foot 
room may look big enough on 
paper or drawn on the ground, 


but by the time you get eveiy- 
thing in, it may look and feel 
cramped. 

• Is payback important? 
Kitchen and bathroom renova¬ 
tions add most value to your 
home, so make sure you allo¬ 
cate enough money and don’t 
skimp in those areas. If you 
plan to sell the house within 
the next few years, you may 
not wish to go beyond mar¬ 
ket value or risk becoming 
the most expensive home on 


the street. On the other hand, 
if you plan to stay for a long 
time, the value of neighbour¬ 
ing homes will catch up. 

The more you can describe 
your vision and ideas, and 
define what you are trying to 
achieve, the more easily your 
renovator can help turn your 
vision into a design, and a 
home, that you will be proud 
to own and enjoy for years to 
come.

What are your design preferences? 


Function. Experts agree that there a number of 
design considerations that apply to renovations 



Good design is an integral 
part of a successful renova¬ 
tion. It adds to the function¬ 
ality of your home, increases 
your enjoyment, and gives 
you the best value for your 
investment. In other words, 
design can make a big differ¬ 
ence. 

The aim of good design is 
to create a harmonious en¬ 
vironment of practical, com¬ 
mon sense elements that 
enhance your life — a living 
environment that looks, feels 
and works well. 

It always begins with func¬ 
tion. Only when the function 
of a room has been clearly 
defined, can you begin to 
develop the space. That’s 
why designers will often ask 
homeowners to spend time 
thinking through, sometimes 
in minute detail, how they 
use or wish to use a specific 
area. This is particularly im¬ 
portant for a kitchen reno¬ 
vation to ensure the proper 


configuration of working and 
storage areas, lighting, and so 
on. 

It is helpful to define your 
“style” right at the start. For 
instance, are you traditional, 
French country, urban chic 
or ...? You may not have a 
“label” for your own style, 
but what are your prefer¬ 
ences? Before consulting 
with professionals, create a 
portfolio of designs, products 
and materials that you like — 
photos, brochures, samples, 
etc. This will help both you 
and them to zero in on the 
right style and details. 

Eveiy project is different, 
but designers and renovation 
experts agree that there are a 
number of design considera¬ 
tions that apply generally to 
renovations. 

• Room sizing. New or re¬ 
configured rooms may look 
large on paper or outlined 
on the floor, but may be too 
small once you get furniture 


and people in them. Draw 
your furniture (scaled propor¬ 
tionately) right on the plan 
— does the room seem too 
crowded now? 

• Traffic flow. How does your 
family move around in the 


house, in and out of rooms, 
from one area to another? 
Are there awkward or “dead” 
areas? 

• Flooring. There is an enor¬ 
mous selection of attractive 
flooring available at various 


price levels. This is great for 
renovating homeowners, but 
can also pose a challenge 
when it comes to deciding 
what type of flooring to use 
where. Using too many dif¬ 
ferent materials, particularly 


in “open design” renovations, 
chops up the space and can 
be visually disturbing. 

• Moulding and trim. Nice 
trim, used well, can add 
subtle elegance to your home. 
Don’t “cheap out” — be pre¬ 
pared to spend a little extra 
to get the thickness and pro¬ 
files that will help finish your 
home in style. 

• Lighting. Experts suggest 
creating a lighting plan for 
your renovation. Lighting 
plays a big role in setting the 
mood in your home and ac¬ 
centing features of a room. 
Use a combination of fixtures 
to create different effects — 
pot lights, wall sconces, chan¬ 
deliers. 

To get the best out of your 
design, think through all 
other elements of your reno¬ 
vation, from windows and 
doors to stairs and railings. 
Always consider function, 
style, placement and compat¬ 
ibility with surroundings. Ask 
yourself if each element will 
contribute to the overall har¬ 
mony of your home, and to 
your enjoyment of it. 

CHBA/CANADIAN RENOVATORS’ COUNCIL 
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Property. Think 
outside the house 


A home renovation can in¬ 
volve more than the interior 
and exterior of your house. 
Increasingly, people treat 
the outside as an extension 
of their home and are pre¬ 
pared to make a considerable 
investment in creating func¬ 
tional and attractive outdoor 
areas. 

Well-designed outdoor 
spaces add greatly to your 
enjoyment of your home and 
your pride in your property. 
An outdoor renovation can 
also enhance the curb appeal 
of your home and increase its 
value. 

It’s a good idea to start 
with an overall concept or 
plan, even if you intend to do 
the work over several years, 
or longer. A professional 
renovator can offer you lots 
of helpful advice on decks, 
sheds, fences, and other 
structural elements. You may 
also want to consult with a 
professional landscaper on 
plant selection and the over¬ 


all aesthetic design of your 
property. 

• Think about how you want 
to use the outdoors, and de¬ 
sign accordingly. Do you like 
to entertain and barbecue 
regularly for a crowd? Do you 
enjoy doing yard work? Want 
to grow your own vegetables? 
Need a play area for the chil¬ 
dren? Do you treasure a small 
private area? And so on. This 
tells you how to allocate 
space for various outdoor ac¬ 
tivities. 

• A key question is mainten¬ 
ance. How much time do you 
have? Are you able to look 
after your property yourself? 
Do you enjoy it? Low main¬ 
tenance does not mean you 
have to comprise on looks or 
enjoyment. For instance, in¬ 
vest in long-lasting materials 
for walkways and structures 
that require little upkeep, 
use ground covers to elimin¬ 
ate lawn mowing, and con¬ 
centrate on native plants to 
reduce watering. 


• Be practical and build in 
as much convenience as pos¬ 
sible. Add plenty of eveiyday 
and seasonal storage space. 
Determine the best place¬ 
ment for a clothesline. Locate 
garbage and recycling con¬ 
tainers where they are easy to 
get at. Install a shed or rack 
for bicycles. Add water and 
electrical outlets where they 
make the most sense. Con¬ 
sider where to pile snow. And 
so on. 

• Think safety for your family 
and visitors. Well-placed 
lighting with motion sensors 
provides visibility where and 
when needed — whether tak¬ 
ing out the garbage or arriv¬ 
ing at your home at night. 
Non-slip surfaces on walk¬ 
ways and driveways prevent 
accidents. Fences and gates 
can help deter intruders 
while adding style to your 
property. 

• By all means, have fun and 
be personal. Use lighting in 
the garden and around your 
home for dramatic effect. 
Add sculptures or natural ma¬ 
terials for a creative, artistic 
touch. Install a pond or water¬ 
fall for soothing relaxation. 
Entice birds to your backyard 
with a birdbath and feeders, 
or attract butterflies with a 
natural habitat of flowers. In 
other words, let your imagin¬ 
ation loose and create your 
veiy own “garden of delight.” 

• Be aware that some outdoor 
projects are subject to codes 
and regulations. For instance, 
many municipalities require 
a permit for fences, and will 
usually have guidelines for 
fence design and construc¬ 
tion. A professional renova¬ 
tor can tell you what permits 
and inspections are neces¬ 
sary in your area.

• Similarly, a professional most suitable for your out- 
renovator can explain what door projects. New products, 
materials and product are often designed for greater 


longevity and ease of installa¬ 
tion and maintenance, regu¬ 
larly enter the marketplace. 
Experienced renovators can 
discuss the benefits and char¬ 
acteristics of various options. 
• Whether you plan to do out¬ 
door renovations in conjunc¬ 
tion with other renovations 
to your home, or later, let 
your renovator know. It may 
be advantageous to run water 
and electrical connections to 
the outside when doing in¬ 
terior renovations, or a gas 
line for a barbecue to a future 
deck. This can save expense 
and extra work later. 

Above all, take your time 
planning your outdoors reno¬ 
vation. Walk around in your 
own neighbourhood and 
others to get inspired by what 
other homeowners are doing. 
Go on garden tours, look at 
magazines, and do research 
online. Check out designs, 
products and plantings. Once 
you are ready to start plan¬ 
ning, you can proceed with 
confidence, knowing that you 
have done your homework. 
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Benefit from a professional’s advice 



Finding the right renovator 
is key to getting the results 
you want. The sooner you get 
a professional involved, the 
more you can benefit from 
their knowledge and exper¬ 
tise. With a little legwork, 
you should have no trouble 
finding the company that is 
best suited for your project. 

Contact your local home 
builders’ association (HBA). 
Membership in a local HBA 
is a solid indication of profes¬ 
sionalism. Members have ac¬ 
cess to training and the latest 
information on all aspects of 
renovation. They also agree 
to adhere voluntarily to the 
association’s code of ethics, 
which sets out a framework 
for fair and honest business 
practices. 

Associations cannot make 
recommendations about a 
specific company, but will 
gladly provide you with a list 
of members who may be suit¬ 
able for your project. You can 


also go online (check chba.ca 
for a listing of local HBAs) and 
check the websites of individ¬ 
ual renovator members. 

In a number of local HBAs, 
renovation companies belong 
to the RenoMarlc™ program 
(renomark.com). Members of 
the program have to agree to 
abide by a special renovation 
code of conduct. 

Ask around 

for recommendations 

Often, renovators do little, 
if any, formal advertising 
because “word of mouth” 
keeps them busy. Ask 
friends, family, co-workers 
and neighbours who have 
had work done recently. 
Look around your neigh¬ 
bourhood for projects in 
progress and talk with the 
homeowners. Most people 
are happy to talk about their 
own renovation experiences 
and tell you what they think 
about their contractor. 


Visit home shows 

Home shows offer a great op¬ 
portunity to check out some 
of your local renovation con¬ 


tractors. Take a look at their 
displays and get into conver¬ 
sations to get a sense of the 
company and its services. 


If your initial impression is 
positive, add the company to 
your list of prospective reno¬ 
vators, for later contact and 


in-depth discussion. 

Check advertising 

You can also look in your 
local newspapers for ads 
by renovation companies, 
review flyers that come to 
your door, check local build¬ 
ing material stores for busi¬ 
ness cards or brochures, and 
browse the Yellow Pages™ 
and the Internet to see what 
companies might be work¬ 
ing in your area. When con¬ 
tacting renovators you have 
identified through their ad¬ 
vertising and web listings, 
ask lots of questions, and 
make sure you investigate 
the company thoroughly be¬ 
fore making any decisions 
about hiring. 

Renovate with confi¬ 
dence. Investing a little time 
upfront finding the right 
renovator is well worth your 
time. When you begin with 
a list of professional renova¬ 
tors, the next steps are easy 
— interviewing, checking 
credentials and hiring the 
company that’s right for 
your project. 
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Top 10 trouble spots 


According to Canada’s pro¬ 
fessional renovators, a great 
many home renovation prob¬ 
lems result from simple con¬ 
sumer misperceptions. Here 
are some of the most common 
ones, and why they can lead to 
trouble: 

I I don’t need a profes¬ 
sional renovator (i.e., any¬ 
one can do it). The question 


to ask yourself is: “Do I want 
the work done right?” If so, 
you will need someone with 
experience and skill, in short, 
“a pro.” 

2 1 can do it myself. If the 
work is simple and in¬ 
volves things that you have ac¬ 
tually done before (successful¬ 
ly), you may well be right. But 
a major renovation project 


isn’t a good place for “on the 
job learning.” Biting off more 
than you can chew is a major 
cause of renovation stress and 
headaches. 

3 1 can save a lot of money 
by acting as my own con¬ 
tractor. If you are an experi¬ 
enced construction manager, 
and you have the time, this 
may be the case. But remem-

her, the contractor is the one 
responsible for managing 
everyone else involved in the 
project and for the results. 

4 It’s a small project, so it 
shouldn’t take long. It’s 
not necessarily the size of the 
job that dictates how long it 
will take, but the number of 
steps and sub-trades involved. 
Trust professional renovators 
to give you a realistic timeline 
— they know you can’t rush 
quality. 

5 A professional renovator 
should be able to give 
me a good idea of price right 
away. For a simple project, the 
renovator may well be able to 
provide a rough “ball park” es¬ 
timate. But for anything more 
complex, or where structural 
issues may crop up, or where 
total costs will depend on ma¬ 
terial and finishing choices 
you have yet to make, a more 
detailed plan is needed before 
costs can accurately be esti¬ 
mated. 

6 1 must get at least three 
bids (and more is better). 
Getting a large number of bids 
provides no assurance that 
things will work out the way 
you want them to. Who you 
get bids from is far more im¬ 
portant than how many you 
collect. Focus on interviewing 
professional renovators, and 
look for the experience and 
qualifications that best match 
your project, as well as the 
personal fit between you and 
the renovator. 

7 1 am the best person to de¬ 
sign my own renovation. 
True, you know your own 
house better than anyone, and 
you may know exactly what 
you want. But a professional 
renovator or designer draws 
on a wealth of experience and 
knowledge, and can offer you 
ideas and suggestions, large 
and small, that you may never 
have thought about, adding 
extra value and living enjoy¬ 



ment to your home. 

Cost overruns are usu¬ 
ally the renovator’s fault. 
Extra costs are almost always 
due to extra work that was 
not included in the original 
plan. Something unexpected 
pops up, like having to replace 
old wiring in the walls. To be 
ready for the unexpected, add 
a 10 to 15 per cent contin¬ 
gency fund to the budget. 

I can probably get away 
without a permit. Per¬ 
haps you can, but depending 
on your project, it may be il¬ 
legal (e.g., renovations involv¬ 
ing structural issues usually 
require a permit) and, as the

Each product is 
given a number and placed 
on the CCMC Product Regis¬ 
try, available online through 
NRC’s website, with informa¬ 
tion on usage and compatibil¬ 
ity with the National Building 
Code of Canada.
